When the Savior was called upon to pass 
Judgment against one who had erred, he 
wisely said, ** Let him who is without sin, cast 
the first stone.” To-day, different divines in 
all parts of the United States, looking at the 
disaster here, have pronounced judgment 
against the people of Chicago, calling them 
very wicked, and the affliction that has 
befallen them, a just one. How «was it in 
regani to the marine disasters that followed 
‘so quickly after the fire? No sooner had the 
angry flames become assuage! here, than a 
terrific wind and storm on the lakes caused 
the destruction of nearly a hundred vessels 
and schooners. The loss of life was appalling! 
The mad, angry waves, the fierce: wind, and 
driving storms, proved nearly as destructive 
to human life as the Fire Fiend.. During the 
past few weeks, God has been very much 
displeased with his people, judging from the 
loss of life and property. “Divine judg- 
**ment,"—what is it? In nearly every church, 
in the land, that term has been frequently 
uttered by those who claim to be the vice- 
gerents of God, interpreting the nature of his 
laws and the character of his works. It is an 
expression which has become so common of 
late when a disaster occurs that its nature 
requires a critical and careful examination. 
‘Was “ Divine judgment" manifested in Chica- 
go,—Wisconsin and Michigan? In Peshtigo, 
Wis, a scene occurred, for a time oqually as 
appalling as any witnessed in this city. Ac 
cording to the New York Tribune corres. 
pondent, “wherever a building seemed to resist 
the fire, there the roof would be sent whi 
in the air, breaking into clouds of flame as it 
fell. The shower of sparks, cinders, and hot 
sand fell in continuous and prodigious force, 
and did quite as much In killing the people as 
the first terrific sirocco that succeeded the fire. 
The wretched throng neck deep in the water, 
and the still more helpless beings stretched on 
the heated sands, were pierced and blistered 
by those burning particles, They seemed like 
lancets of red-hot steel, penetrating the thick- 
est covering. The evidence now remains to 
attest the incredible force of the slenderest 
pencils of darting flame. Mard ron. wood 
plow-handles stil! remain, perforated as though 
by minnie-balls, and for the main part unburnt. 
When tbe hapless dwellers in. the remote 
streets, saw themselves cut off from the river 
* groups broke in all directions in a wild panic 
of fright and terror. A few took refuge ina 
cleared field bordering on the town. Here, 
_ fiat upon the ground, with faces pressed in the 
sand, the helpless sufferers lay and roastod, 
But few survived the dreadful-ugony. The 
next day revealed p picture exceeding in 
horror any battle-ficld. Mothers with children 
huggojaclosely Jay in rigid groups, the clothes 
burned off and the poor fies. seared to a crisp, 
One mother, solicitous only for her babe, 
embalms her unutterable Jove in the terrible 
picture left on these woeful sands. With her 
bare fingers she had scraped out pass as the 
soldiers did before Petersburg, and pressing 
the little one into this, she put her.own body 

above it as a shield, and when the daylight 
came, both were dead—the little baby, face 
unscarred, but the mother burnt almost to 
cinders. Long after the flames had died out, 

į When there was no more to feed on, the hot 
ends rendered moving about an exquisite 
. torture, and long into the dismal midday the 
surviyers were confined to the marrow circuit 
near the river. As the day wore on, help 
came in slowly from the northward. Several 
railroad gangs had escaped annihilation, and 
-one gang led by an ox-prize-fighter named 
‘Mulligan, came with prompiness and efficiency 
"0 tho rescue, througli miles of burning prairie 
and blockaded roads. On Sunday night some- 
thing over two thousand people were assembled 
within the confines of this industrious, pros- 
perous city; the dreadful morning light came 
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upon a haggard, maniacal multitude of less 
than seven hundred. When the work of 
rescue it was found that a great number 
had escaped by tbe bed of the river and the 
northern row] to the port, and as the day 
advanced, half-naked stragglers, unkempt and 
blackened, began to stream into the sparse 
settlement. As the molten sands cooled off, 
the woeful work of recognition begun. Peer- 
ing into blackemed faces, mothers, fathers, 
brothers tremblingly sought out missing ones." 
There was one man by the name of Ianson, 
who firmly believed that the judgment day bad 
come, and while the fire mined down, he 
began to walk composedly up and down his 
spacious parlors, and he and his family were 
consumed. 

This fire at Peshtigo was indeed terrific. 
True, the town was small; containing a popu- 
lation of only two thousand, yet the destruction 
of human life was appalling. The same 
ministers of the Gospel, those who consider 
disasters divine judgment,” will point their 
fingers at this settlement as an example of the 
Just action of a vindictive God. Really, this 
manifestation on his part is of a character 
calculated to excite our fears, and admonishes 
us that it would be well for us to endeavor by 
some means to propitiate bis wrath, and place 
ourselves in such relations to bim as will 
prevent the recurrence of these ternble calam- 
ities, 

In ancient times religious men ascribed all 
the evil fn the world to the Devil. When Job 
was afflicted with boils, his property destroyed, 
cattle killed, and he made disconsolate, the 
Devil was regarded as the guilty party, but 
now when any calamity befalls a people, when 
a snd disaster occurs, God himself is deemed 
the guilty one, If be bas any children, any 
righteous ones on this carth, that belongs 
exclusively io him, it would be well to have 
them arrested, and held as hostages to prevent 
the recurrence of similar misfortunes to our 
city. How would Brother Moody or the Rev. 
Fowler, who claim to be as near God us any 
one, answer as hostages to prevent fires 
such dreadful calamities as have lately vis- 
ited our country. The idea isa funny one, 
and some ingenious Yankee should render it 
practicable. To-day, if we should go on a 
plexsure excursion on the Sabbath, cat too 
much and in consequence became severely 
sick, and die, all our religious friends 
would claim it as the result of the divine 

judgment of God. So accustomed have they 
become to this idea, that amy accident that 
may occur on Sanday, they instantly uscribe 
it to God's wrath. Up to tbe present. day, 
though an infidel, and if that is wrong, u 
good subject for God's wrath, yet it hus never 
been manifested toward us. We can stand 
under a tree, and the very heavens may be 
illuminated with clectric flashes, and it may 
be shivered into a million fragments, without 
inflicting any injury on us We may be on a 
train of cars, as we were a short time ago, and 
it may run off the track, yet we excape without 
ablemish, We may be in the fiercest tornado, 
as we were once when the house we were in 
was carried completely off its foundation, and 
yet no harm befel us. We may be near àn 
engine when it bursts, yet no fragments will 
hurt us When a mule or a horse kicks ut us, 
they always manage to just miss us, We have 
been in the hands of blood thirsty villains 
during the carly Kansas trouble, and during 
the war the prisoner of guerrillas who were 
intending to kill us, yet we never received a 
scratch., It is execedingly strange that a little 
of this “divine Judgment" is not centered on 
those who are so infidel in nature and 
teachings, Had we been standing on the 
steamer Westfield, —a ferry boat on the 
Hudson, exactly over the boiler, we are con- 
fident that some strange circumstance would 
have saved us. That boiler exploded on Sun- 
day, and the divines of New York regarded it 
as the result of Divine displeasure; but there 
was the worn-out boiler of the Starbuck which

Calamitiex,—Their Cause—In there a 
Compensation ?

But it is a fact that such u general sentiment 
has been, in all ages, so hereditarily interwoven 
with the very being and growth of every per- 
son that it is an almost universal belief; and if 
not really hereditary, it is so early inculcated.

dee! "many sacrilegious to even question 


the that God by special visitations pun- 
ishes his children for sins, with a degree of 
cruelty that would put the Christian's Devil to 
the blush for very shame if he were thus to 
punish creatures of his own make up! 

But early education in Sunday schools und 
churches, to say nothing of family circles, and 
every day expressions about the wrath and 
curses of God, so interweaves the terrible doc- 
trine of an angry God and cunning Deril into 
the minds of the children and youths that to 
advocate the doctrine of a loving and all-wise 
God—to teach them that the doctrine of devil 
and he? torments is a myth, and that all calam- 
ities are the legitimate results of causes existing 
in the nature of things, and are as sure to

We reached your home on the morning of the

Cor uently she true Spir- 
itualists must feel a deep interest in that orge- 
nization, have its honor and success near his 
heart, and {cel the keenest chagrin at its fallure 
and incompetency. 

The idea of the province of this Association 
generally entertained Is, however, erroneous. 
It in slight measure re; ta the Spiritualists 
or America, It cannot be to do #0 more 
than the State Association of New York, 
sachusctts, or Ohio, except as the attendance 


at its anmunl meetings is larger. «Te justify $ 


this conclusion we have but to examine its 
méthods of construction. Nominally it is 
composed of delegates from the date see 
tions, but anyone can become a member, with- 
oot the right to vote, by the payment of one 
dollar. 

These delegates have not the least power del- 
egated to them, They cannot bind their con- 
stituents in the slightest measure, nnd hence, 
so far as the action of the American Association 
is representative, it can only be so of those who 

ere present at its conventions, und voted for 
"the measures which expressed their al 
convictions. It ix representative of the few 
"score, more or less, delegates. As a delegated 
body, organized to represent the millions of 
RR TN on this continent, it is the veriest 
the light of day ever shone v ur Tt, 
however, stands before the world ns the repre- 
sentative of Spiritualism. Delegates have met 
at the various places of appointment, and gone 
through the routine of. passing resolutions, de- 
bates, and endless talking. 

At the late Troy convention this hody was 
galvanized into activity. With almost unani- 
mous voice Victoria €, Woodhull was elected 
president. The day previous to such election, 
the life of that lady, a rather .

Calgmities, Their Authọr—Is there a 
Compensation ? 


The Bible, and theological views of the au- 
thorship and object ol'talamities, has occupied 
our attention in several of the recent issues of 
this paper.

A SEARCH AFTER GOD. 


The #trange Light—The Indians—The Dead Gode—The | 


Army of Progrere Advancing, and God Hetreatinz. 
(wuMwER Lxvi.) 

On one of our western prairies there lived a 
gentleman of an investigating turn of mind, 
whose whole time was devoted to studying the 
history and peculiar habits of the Indians. 
They worshiped the Great Spirit, —tliey saw 
him in all the manifestations of lfc—saw him 
in the moving clouds, heard him in the wind, 
witnessed his smile in the lightning's flash, 
gazed with astonishment and awe at the wild 
turbulent storm and tornado. Believing in, 
the existemce of the Great Spirit, they pictured 
for themselves in the Spirit World, all those 
scenes which their vivid imaginations could 
give expression to here. The forests were full 
of deers, the river of fishes, the sky always 

; bore e deep cerulean appesrance, the breezes 
were impregnated with the balin of a thousand 
flowers, and all nature seemed to conform to 
their peculiar notions. The Indian in his 
leafy home, listening to the tread of the wild 
gazelle or deer, or under the luxuriant branches 
‘of the trees, holding communion with the 
Bpirit World, exhibited at times that true 
nobility and grandeur of sou] that any 
white man might well be proud of. Their 
devotion was peculiar; their worship without 
ostentation or affectation.  Reáred in the 
forest, cultured in the school of nature, there 
bubbled in their soul a strange sentiment, that 
found expression in all conditions of life. 
The Indian, however, must have his God—he 
knows one exists, and whenever an obstruction 
confronta him that his mind cannot compre- 
hend, or eyes detect its peculiar nature, he 
forthwith declares that the Great Spirit is 
connected therewith! But once upon a time 
we witnessed a strange commotion among 
several tribes of Indiana who hail collected 
together to hold a council In reference to their 
mutual interests. They were in a dense fi 
"The night was unusually dark,—the heav 
seemed. to be covered by one.dense, dark, 
dismal cloud, that beat back the light of the 
stars and moon, There was a gentle breeze 
stirring, but all through that vast throng there 
was a strange ominous silence. All at once, 
high in the heavens, a bright blue light, 
Unged with orange color, made its appearance, 


and oscillating to and fro, presented really a | 


beautiful spectacle. Soon thie vast throng of 
human beings had their attention directed 
toward this light, and it created the wildest 

+ panic, What a strange light — was it a will o' 
the wisp that had come to play upon the super- 
stitious mind of the Indians, and to excite 
within ft some notion in regard io the future? 

All the'eyes in that g mass were gn that

This, indeed, was a strange 
one calculated to excite within 
the mind of these untutored Indians a super- 
stitfous feeling. They knew it was the eye of 
the Great Spirit, and among that vast throng, 
there was not one who dissented from that 
opinion. But we knew differently—an ingen- 
ious Yankee had sent a kite forth with this 
light upon it, and the superstitious notions of 
the Indians were aroused, and they converted 
it into the eye“ of the Great Spirit. They 
could not see the ingeniously constructed kite, 
or the string that held it in Hs place, or the 
lamp that contained the oil, hence, what else 
would you ascribe the phenomenon to but a 
| supernatural agency? All through the earth's 
sphere, in all departments of life, in every 
condition of society, the same contracted 
notions exist in reference to God. Some 
place bim in a golden-paved heaven where 
angels with wide-spread wings and golden 
| harps are constantly before him, chanting his 
| praise; others enlarge the cye of the Great 
| Spirit until it fills all space, while others, 
assign him various places in creation, which 
thelr own imagination can alone picture.

Calamities— Their Author—The Ob- 
ject to bo Attained—Is there a 
Compensation ? 

In discussing this subject in our last issue, 
we confined ourself to that supposed greatest 
calamity that ever did or ever can befall man- 
kind; a calamity that reaches the whole buman 
family; a calamity (in a theological sense), that 
caf only be compensated for in “part, at best, 
by the sacrifice of Jesus, the Christ, the son of 

od—the very God! 

-A calamity indeed, if the hypothesis be true! 
“Á calamity that “brought death into the world,” 
and all the evils incident to human life, “ all 
“our woes.” 

In that anicle, taking a theological view of 
the subject, we showed fbat but for the trans- 
gression of the first human pair, Ignorance 
would, as a matter of necessity, abound n 
where—that there would and could be no 
vancement in knowledge but for the transgres- 
sion of “our first parents," in "partaking of 
* the forbidden fruit," it being fruit from “ the 
“tree of the knowledge of good and evil," 
And we showed that however great the suffer- 
ings may be that humanity under that curse 
endures, it is fully and amply compensated for 
by the daily knowledge we obtain through ex- 
perience. 

We further showed that the plain import of 
the language made use of by the inspired writer 
(as all wisdom is from the spirit of inspiration), 
was that through experience gained by the vio- 
lation of natural laws, the eyes of the allegori- 
cal first parents were opened to perceive their 
nakedness—their destitution. 

The opening of their mental cyes led 
them to avoid those things which produce fur- 
ther pain and suffering in the same direction. 
They saw that suffering fom exposure to the 


frosts of winter could be avolded by the use of 
proper «hohing. Tnu» they saw that they 


were naked und set about clothing themselves, 
as a means of comfort. 

Thus it is seen that the mythical rep 
“the first. parents,” “the garden of Eden," 
“theserpent beguiling Eve,” ** the partaking of 
the forbidden fruit,” “an angry God," * the 
“driving of the first pair out of the gurden of 
Eden," is an allegorical and symbolical repre- 
sentation, systematised by thoughtful minds 
from traditions which were based In great phi- 
losophical principles, true in principle but not 
én literal faet«, and all couched in figurative lan- 
guage in which are incorporated symbols to 
represent truths, not beings, places, things, and 
doings. 

This supposed account of creation, when 
properly understood, is but the reflection of 
thinking minds who perceived the great truth 
that all knowleage comes through severe experience, 
and ofttimex ia the. result of great calamities, hence 
they represented it under the figure of à God 
of pasaion dealing with disobedient creatures, 
for violating his command in partaking of 
fruit, which brought suffering but at the same 
time wislom or knowledge into the world. 

This view of the subject being correct, it at 
once solves the problem—there is a compensa- 
tion for the greatest of calamities. 

But the mind is so constituted that a single 
illustration, however forcibly put, is not suff- 
cient to extricate the mind from a contrary 
preconceived opinion. The subject must be

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Light, Heat, and Electricity —Continwed. 


Aside from all scientific dress or rehashing, 
light comes to us as a positite polar manifesta- 
tion on the earth side of nature, and as such, 
demands our most careful and profound in- 
vestigation, since it so largely concerns our 
every day interest, not to say essential being. 

The blue, yellow, and red rays of light, 
each differ iu their characteristics, the blue 
and most refractive of the primitive rays, 
possessing the actenic or chemical power, the 
yellow or median ray, possessing the luminous 
or solar power, and the red ray, the least 
refracted, possessing the magnetic or-heat- 
power. In anticipation of the subject «of 
photography, of which we are about to affer a 
few observations, it is a fact, that we can use 
yellow glass for the transmission of light into 
the dark room, whicb, as such, has no chemical 
effect on the chemicals therein, no more than 
darkness; whereas, if the light were trans- 
mitted through a blue pane of glass, the chem- 
icals would be ruined. The red light would 
also somewhat injure the chemicals. If we 
tratamit light through a rifled gun-barrel for a 
few moments, and then cork the barrel up 
securely at both ends, we may take it loto a 
dark room, set it up over a slip of nitrate of 
silver paper, with the corks removed, and print 
a perfect picture of its interior appearange. 
If one of two books containing the same 
picture, is exposed to the sunlight a short time, 
and closed, it may be taken into a dark room, 
and if a piece of nitrate of silver paper is 
placed next to each of the pictures, the one 
that was exposed to the sunlight will impart 
its impress, the other will not. 

In this connection the art of photography, 
with which we have been familiar since its 
first appearance in the United States, about 
thirty years ago, comes up for our- passing 
consideration. .
